It is noted that claim 17 is a method claim and it depends from apparatus claim 12 which 
does not provide antecedent basis to the subject matter of claim 17, It appears that claim 17 
should be depended from claim 16 instead of claim 12, and it would be treated as such for 
examination purposes.
